ofthat was obtained from the Organized Crime 
Division and a computerized printout on former members, listed 
as accused, former Officers M.L. MOORE and Alex RAMOS that was 
obtained from the Personnel Division. The undersigned would like 
to add that the exact date of the A & A Sheets was 25 November 1994. 

The investigation proceeded and because there was 
no other information available, the focus shifted to the accused 
members. 



The accused, Sergeant William JASKI, 1815, 024, 
was contacted and submitted a report. In his report, JASKI 
denied the allegations and stated that he has never been 
verbally abusive and has never falsely arrested, wrongfully 
imprisoned or maliciously prosecuted anyone. In addition, JASKI 
added that almost 5 years has passed and that he would need 
to review some reports just to make certain that he was even 
present or working on that date. 

The accused, Detective John J. PALLOHUSKY #21010, 

650, was contacted and PALLOHUSKY submitted a written report. 

In his report, PALLOHUSKY denied the allegations and added that 
he has never verbally abused any victim, never falsely arrested 
anyone, and has never falsely imprisoned or maliciously prosecuted 
anyone. PALLOHUSKY added that he always performs his duties in 
accordance with Department policies. 

The accused. Sergeant Kevin GLOVER 1587, 021, was 
contacted and submitted a written report. In his report, GLOVER 
stated that he has never worked in the 015th District nor the 
011th District. GLOVER added that he recalled that on 25 Nov 94 
he was assigned to the 008th District. In addition, GLOVER 
added that he believes that someone made a mistake by adding his 
name,

The accused Youth Investigator Joseph J. LEYENDECKER, 
40207, 071, was contacted and submitted a written report. In 
his report, LEYENDECKER stated that he recalled that he was 
assigned to the 015th District Tactical Team on the. date, time 
and location in question. In addition, LEYENDECKER further 
related that while the search warrant was executed, his function 
was to remain outside and to secure the perimeter of the building. 
LEYENDECKER that he had no contact with 

the arrestee and denied being verbally abusive, or 

that he falsel^rrested^wrongfully arrested, or maliciously 
p r o s e c u e d . 


The accused, Police Officer Valerie BUTLER, 12065, 284, 
was contacted and submitted a written report. In her report, 

BUTLER admitted that she entered the premises on the date, time 
and location in question but denied tha1^^Ji^ja^jgxh^y.y abusive, 
stated that she did not falsely arrest and added tha 

she did not wrongfully imprison or maliciously prosecute Walter 
the arrestee. BUTLER concluded that she entered the 
premises with a search warrant. BUTLER also stated that she did 
not have a copy of any of the documents that were associated with 
this incident. 

The Reporting Agent would like to add that accused 
M.L. MOORE 13382, 015 and Alex RAMOS 17190, are no longer members 
of the Department and could not be contacted, as their whereabouts 
are not known. RAMOS was last assigned to District 015. 

There is no other information known about this 
investigation. 

The undersigned would also like to note that the 
address of 36^|West Polk ^^^^^ge^t^be the property of 
an unidentified sister of The Reporting Agent 

learned utilizing Department resources that the property is 
actually owned by Chicago Title And Trust TR #1101539. The 
information was obtained from the Organized Crime Division.
